JUDGE JAMES THOMAS WILSON, son of Allen Wilson, son of Captain 
Jumes Wilson, was born in Effingham County, Georgia, on Maroh 16, 
1823. On October 19, 1848, he married Adaline Hendry, the daughter 
of Jemes Edward Hendry and Lydia Carlton, his wife, The said Janos 
Edward Hendry was the son of Williem Hendry, (who was the son of 
Robert Hendry, R,. 8.) and Nanoy (MoFail) Hendry, (who was the 
duughter of James MoFail, R. S.).

James Thomas Wilson and family lived in Thomas County, Geerel a. 
until 1851 when he moved to Hillsborough County, Florida, 

"Judge James I. Wilson moved to Hillsboro County, together 
with my father, James BE, Hendry, in 1851, He went into the stock 
business, and at one time could count his herds by the thousands. 

He was also a farmer and fruit grower; was in the sawmill -business, 
and foremost {n all the business enterprises of Polk County, His 
home for more than thirty years was at Homeland; just prior to his 
death, however, he sold his entire festenaions including land, 
horses, groves, etca., at Homeland for $40,000, He had many reverses 
by becaning seourity for others, and otherwise, but was always in 
independent olrounmstanoes, and brought up his large family to become 
highly respected men and women. Possibly he fed more oomers and 
goers -- friends, relatives and strangers -- than any man in Polk ! 
County. His horse-lot was full of horsus, his wagon-yard full of 
vehicles, like a livery stable yard, and his table full of guests like 
a hotel. It was enough to have bankrupted any man of ordinary means, 
He was well known over five southern oounties, and the nunber of his 
friends and aoquaintanoes ran into the thousands, 

Judge Wilson was one of the most liberal supporters of the 
church, and aided in everything that had oharity or the advancement 
of morality ana religion for its objeot, He was a good ohuroh 
meaber and an exemplary Christian, and dled in the full enjoyment 


of the religion he had possessed, fully resigned to the will of

THE ALDERMAN FAUILY 


¥rom Webster we learn that the term "Alderman" was applied 
waong the Auglo-Saxons, to princes, dukes, earls, aud other persons 
of rank to imply superior authority. In those early times Lt was 
not used as a surnadas or family name, but was a title of dignity or 
authority. 

We do not venture a suggestion us to when or how the term 
cane to be a family or surnane. 

In the twelfth contury the better class of people beyan 
to assume family or surnumes., Names were seleoted from various 
sources, such as were oonsidered eppropriute to the individuals, 
thelr stations and peculiar vocations. 

In 1180, one Jordan Alderman was party to the transfer of 
real estate to the Holy Trinity Church. Simon Aldermen was High 
Sheriff of London in 1190, In 1216 Jacob Alderman was Lord Mayor 
of London, 

During the succeeding, years there is no question in the 
usa of the term, as we find Mary Alderaan, Christian Alderman, 

The name ocours frequently in recorda in London, Ipswick, 
Southampton, Norfolk, Suffolk, Canterbury, and other places in 
England, Reoords of births, baptisms, marriage, wills, and burials 
are found in State Papers, Subsidy Rolls, Tax Records, Parish 
heglaters, besides books of wills and deeds, 


About 1630 John Aldermnun oume from England and established 
himself in Sulum, Massachusetts. He left no ohildren.

E1lL MoFatl* wes a prosperous planter and also operated 
a hotel at Taylors Creek, in Liberty County, Georgia. He owned a 
large plantation and had about one hundred slaves. Ile was a 
Methodist, but waa not aotive in the ohurch. He quit the church 
beoause his wife was expelled therefrom for some minor cause, but 
later he and his wife again joined the wuthodist Churoh, at Taylors 
Creek, Georgia. 

He was a strong prohibitionist and never used tobucoo or 
alooholio drinks in any form. He sent his son, Jemes Eli Mofall,

He went into 
the stock business, and at one time oould count his herds by the 
thousands, He was also a farmer and fruit grower; was in the 
sawmill business, and foremost in all the business enterprises of 
Polk County. His home for more than thirty years was at Homeland; 
just prior to his death, however, he sold his entire possessions, 
inoluding land, horses, groves, etc., at Homeland for $40,000. 
He had many reverses by becoming seourlty for others, and otherwise, 
but was always in independent olrcunstances, and brought up his large 
familly to become highly respected men and women. Possibly he fed 
more comers and goers -- friends, relatives and strangers -- than 
any man in Polk County. His Neen aciige was full of horses, his 
wagon-yard full of vehicles, like a livery stable yard, and his 
table full of guests like a hotel.
